SMALL STOCK-RAISERS 
NOT TO BE AFFECTED 


Senator Harris Writes in 
Support of Measure, Al- 
leging Price Combine of 
“Big Five.” 


Washington, January 24-—By a 
margin of thirteen votes the sen- 
ate late today passed the long 
fought bill for federal regulation of 
the meat packers and other agen- 
cles of the live stock industry. 

vote was 46 to 33 and the 
legislation, the center of bitter con- 
troversy for a decade, now goes to 
the house with its supporters hope- 
ful of final action during the pres- 
ent session of congress. A special 
rule to expedite house action is 
to be sought. 

Partisan division in the senate 
was lacking, but most democrats 
supported the bill while a majori- 
ty of the republicans opposed it. 
The party lineup was 18 republic- 
ans and 28 democrats for passage, 
with 23 republicans and 10 demo- 
crats against. 

Fundamentals Retained. 

All fundamental features of the 
legislation as presented by the ag- 
riculture committee as a substitute 
for the original Kenyon-Kendrick 
bill were retained by the senate. 
Th bill would create a federa! 
Hv stock commission of three 
members appointed by the president 
to have jurisdiction over the live 
stock industry. This commission 
would have power to issue orders,

AUSTRIAN SITUATION 
ALARMS STATESMEN 


Pressing Needs of Old 
Hapsburg Empire Dis- 
place German Repara- 
tion on Program. 


Paris, January 24.— (By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The supreme coun- 
cil, composed of representatives, of. 
Great Britain, Italy, France, Bel- 
gium and Japan, today heard the 
military experts and later conferred 
together regarding the failure of . 
Germany to disarm, as provided for 
by the treaty of Versailles. The ex- 
perts were asked to make a detailed 
report on the subject, with recom- 
mendations regarding measures to 
insure execution of tke disarma- 
ment clauses of the treaty. The ex- 
perts will meet tomorrow morning, 
while the council will, contrary to 
expectation, take up the situation of 
Austria, instead of reparations. 

The British prime minister, Lloyd- 
George, and the president of the 
French council, Aristide Briand, it 
is understood, desire an opportunity 
to talk over thé different phases of 
the reparations quegtion before the 
subject comes up for discussion at 
the full council. Thus the change 
in the council's program. 

In this connection the premiers 
afe said to be considering whether 
it is feasible and advisable to have 
the German representative sit with 
the council before the final decision 
on reparations is taken. The British 
delegation is believed to favor in- 
viting the

Pending à deciston on th ques- 
tion, Herr Bergmann, the German 
delegate, it is expected, Wil ‘conter 
with Louls Loucheur, the French 
minister of liberated regions, and it 
is reported he will make an offer to 
pay two billion marks in gold 
within a year, one-fourth of that 
amount in c@sh. 


The eventuality of a German be- 
ing invited to sit with the council 
depends partly upon Herr Berg- 
manns reply to M. Loucheur, who 
will ask him if Germany has any 
proposition to make before the al- 
lies decide finally on what course 
they shall pursue to enforce execu- 
tion of the treaty. * 

The premiers are understood to 
be greatly alarmed at the situation 
in Austria, and will endeavor to 
find some way for the continued ex- 
istence of that country. The east- 
ern question, Greece and the treaty 
of Sevres will be taken up after the 
council has finished considering the 
Austrian situation.

PAGT TERMS TOLD 


Both Governments Agree 
to Refrain From Hostile 
Action or Propaganda 
Against the Other. 


London, January 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) — The terms of the 
British-Russian preliminary agree- 
ment, which Leonid Krassin, the 
soviet representative, has taken 
to Moscow for consideration offi- 
cially, have been made public. The 
most important terms follow: 

Each party agrees to refrain from 
hostile action or propaganda outside 
its borders against the other’s in- 
stitutions. The soviet particularly 
agrees to refrain from any encour- 
agement of Asiatic peoples to ac- 
tion against British interests, espe- 
cially in Asia Minor, Persia, Af- 
ghanistan and India.

GEORGIA SENATOR

After Lynching 


Nine Prisoners Rushed to 
Raleigh, Following Kill- 
ing of Their Fellows. 


Warrenton; N. C., January 24—All 
efforts to apprehend members of the 
mob which last night broke into 
the Warrenton county jail, removed 


were set aside today In the anxiety 
of authorities to forestall a recur- 
rence of violence, 

Nine negroes left in the jail by 
the mob were today hurried to Ral- 
eigh for safekeeping, and this aft- 
ernoon five additional arrests“were 
made and these prisoners also were 
rushed to Raleigh. Four other ne- 
groes for whom warrants are. held 
have escaped. 

Guard Under Arms. 

The Warrenton. home guard, or- 
dered out by Governor Morrison last 
night, has been under arms all day 
and the Henderson home guard has 
also been in readiness to respond 
to any call that might be made upon 
it. Mayor J. L. Burchard, of Nor- 
lina, the seat of the trouble, has 


deputized thirty citizens to act in 
the case of emergency, 

However, no further outbreak is 
regarded as probable. All of the 
negroes, even remotely suspected of 
connection with the riot early Sun- 
day morning, are gone, and there ts 
no apparent indication on the part 
of any other negroes to attempt to 
avenge the work of the mob, 

Expected Verdict. 

The coroner’s jury which held an 
inquest this morning at the scene 
of the tragedy about midway be- 
tween here and Norlina, five miles 
away, quickly returned the expected 
verdict of “death at the hands of 
unknown persons.” The negro 
jailer, John’ Green, who surrendered 
his keys to the ‘mob, was placed 
upon the stand and stated he saw 
only five men, none of whom he 
had ever seen before. All other 
witnesses testified to a like inabil- 
— to identify any members of the 


" Solicitor Garland Midgette ar- 
rived ear * this afternoon from his 
home in Jackson and assumed con- 
trol ot the situation.

With Air Force Below 200, 
Thirty-Four-Year Nui- 
sance Is Abated. 


Washington, January 24.—Com- 
plete destruction of the power of 
“Mad Mullah,” native ruler of Som- 
aliland, Africa, and for thirty-four 
years a problem to British authori- 
tles, was accomplished within three 
weeks’ time by less than 200 airmen 
and eleven fighting planes, accord- 
ing to official reports on the opera- 
tions just received here. Bombed 
out of their strongholds, the natives 
were pursued and all the leaders 
except Mullah captured or killed, 
the report stated. 

The air expedition was sent out in 
1919, but detalls were kept secret. 
It was the last of many punitive 
forces sent to Somaliland, where 


the British in military operations at 
are uent intervals since 1885. 

e situation was so serious in 
1919, the report stated, that some 
military action was necessary, but 
the government hesitated because 
of the cost, estimated at $25,000,000, 
of dispatching 6,000 troops to re- 
establish order.

Much valuable work toward ame- 
lioratioin of conditions among At- 
lanta’s poorer colored citizens has 
been done during the past year by the 
Atlanta Urban league. a branch of 
a national organization. which has 
for its objects the improvement of 
living, housing and working condi- 
tions of the colored people, accord- 
ing to the annual report issued upon 
the close of 1920. 

The work of this organization in 
Atlanta has received the aid and 
co-operation of many leading citl- 
zens, and sponsoring its work are 
thirty-fve prominent Atlantans, 
among whom are Dr. Plato Durham, 
Dr. C. B. Wilmer, Mr. and Mrs. Beau- 
mont Davison, Dr, M. Ashby Jones, 
Dr. Richard Orme Flinn, W. Woods 
White and Jerome Jones. 


In addition to these, the advisory 


board of the national organization 
earries on its roll usch men as 


James H. Dillard, of Charlottesville, 
Va.; Governor Thomas W. Bickett, 
of North Carolina, and Mrs, W. B. 
Munford, of Richmond, Va. The 
colored repfesentatives are Dr. R. 
A. Singleton, Dr. John Hope, J. B.

Two hundred neigh- 
borhood visits were made investigating hous- 
ing and living conditions, A housing sur- 
vey is being made that will disclose not 
only conditions under Which negroes live 
with reference to housing, sanitation, etc.,

“Confidence has been shaken, but 
it is being restored. rapidly,” said 
Dr. Matheson. “Everywhere there 
are signs that business is improv- 
ing. With better business condi-

The state-wide tour is designed 
that Georgia’s foremost citizens 
spread the gospel of industrial Sal- 
vation which they learned on the 
eastern 2. trip. They will 
present themselves as disciples of 
the new industrial tessons, by which 
Georgia’s wealth, happiness and 
stability for all the future is to be 
brought about. The first step in 
the prosress they will urge is to 
build up around the nucleus of the 
present Georgia Tech, an institu- 
tion comparable to the best, in the 
east.

Spalding, Atlanta's oldest Baptist 
minister and also the oldest living 
graduate of Mercer university. 
whose death occurred Monday aft- 
ernoon at the residence, 499 Court- 
land street, will be held from the 
Ponce de Leon Baptist church Tues- 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock.

What will be the next subterfuge 
‘of the crafty moonshiner and 
whisky smuggler in plying 
| their flagitious traffic to be dis- 
closed by the shrewd eyes of Uncle 
Sam? The corn clique is resorting 
to such cunning to secretly intro- 
duce its product into the Atlanta 
Bootleggers’ exchange, and are em- 
ploying such fantastic means to 
evade the law’s strong arm, that D. 
J. Gantt, supervising federal prohi- 
bition agent for the southeast, has 
ceased to wonder at anything his 
agents report. 

A story is in circulation in north 
Georgia, which, of course, cannot be 
confirmed but which gives an in- 
stance of the wily ways of the 
moonshiners. According to it, a 
Macon man and a north Georgia 
mountaineer from the vicinity of 
Commerce met in Atlanta, and the 
former mentioned the fact that he 
was badly in need of five gallons 
of pure mountain dew. 

Stating that the fluid, of course, 
could not be obtained, the Macon 
man was astonished when his 
mountain friend offered to bet him 
$500 that he could ship five gallons 
of pure mountain dew to Macon 
without being detected.

As an adjunct to the orchestra of 
thirty-five pieces, the organ swelled 
its volume, and increased its ef- 


fectiveness a hundred — cent, mak - 
ing the instrumental feature of the 


program one that would Nave over- 
shadowed in interest any. picture 
that might have deen produced.

Harris contends the president pre- 
scribed that facts about the physical 
condition of men and their finan- 
cial affairs were confidential. The 
general goes further and insists that 
there was a moral obligation be- 
tween the men and the government, 
and that he pgoposes to carry that 
out so far as he is able.

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No Time for Extreme Protective Legsilation 
Says Hepburn, Li ife-Long Republican 


(From Wall Street Journal.) 

When A, Barton Hepburn, chair- 
man of the advisory board of the 
Chase Nationa] bank, and lifelong 
republican, says that in his opinion 


this is an inopportune time for a 
1 revision upward of the tar- 
ff and that such a change at this 
time would be an inexcusgble blun- 
der, he does not question that par- 
ticular schedules might need modi- 
fication because of developments 
Since the last tariff law was passed. 
Mr. Hepburn says: 


“I am not concerned with the 
problem of protective tariff vs. rev- 
enue tariff under normal conditions, 
A lifelong republican, I could offer 


strong arguments for protective tar- 
iffs under conditions to which we 
were accustomed in the days before 
the war. But the present situation 
makes the old arguments wholly in- 
applicable. We are faced by the 
fact that Hurope owes us many bil- 
lions of dollars, which she can only 
pay by shipping goods to us. Buro- 
pean governments owe our Shak 700 - 
ernment approximately $10,000,000,- 
000. In addition to that, Europe 
owes privateinvestorsin the United 
States $1,500,000,000 to $2,000,000,000 
in bonds. Over and above that Ru- 
rope owes private creditors in the 
United States, in the form of an un- 
funded or floating debt. a sum ap- 
proaching, if it does not exceed, $4,- 
000,000,000. making a total debt of 
Europe to the United States of not 
less than $16,500,000,000, of which 
an appallingly large proportion is in 
unfunded form. 


“I repeat that the only way in 
which Europe can ever hope to pay 
any considerable part of this debt 


is by sending us goods. She can not 
send much more gold. The creation 
of our great merchant marine and 
the expansion of our American bank- 
ing activities have lessened Ameri- 
cas dependence on Europe for ship- 
ping and banking services, and at 
the present moment, the actual bal- 
ance of payments on shipping is 
against Europe, rather than in her 
favor. The only way in which she 
can hope to pay off this debt, or 
even to pay interest on it, is by 
sending goods to us, selling them 
n our markets, and leaving the 
money with us. 

“It needs little argument to show 
that high protective tariffs interfere 


with the importation of manufac- 


;; tured goods from Europe, greatly in- 


crease Nurope's difficulties in meet- 
Ing her obligations to us, and great- 
ly lessen the prospects of our re- 
ceiving payments from her. It is a 
policy which Is financially suicidal 
if rigorously carried out. I am, 
therefore, vigorously opposed to an 
upward readjustment of our tar- 
iffs at the present time. I call at- 
tention to the fact that the plat- 
form of the republican party promul- 
gated at Chicago last summer took 
cognizance of this exceptional situ- 
ation and refrained, in view of this 
situation, from making any definite 
commitment of the party to an ear- 
ly general increase of tariff rates.

the hathtub. Real lovers of cleanli- 
ness want nothing but a shower. 

Many elderly persons, and many 
younger ones, whose metabolism is 
too slow, scrub almost daily under 
the influence of the sanitary plum- 
bers’ propaganda, and then wonder 
wh wate burn and scratch and dig 
and squirm and suffer with winter 
itch. One wouldn't expect a kid 
glove or a sheep bound book to 
withstand frequent soap and water 
washing. Why make such demands | 
on the poor old skin? A bath twice 
a week is amply sufficient for the 
average individual in cold weather; 
once a week may suffice for many 
whose work or * does not ex- 
pose them to much dirt; once in two 
weeks is often enough for many an 
elderly person to take a soap and 
water bath. A vigorous young per- 
son may endure a daily bath al) the 
year round if plenty of artificial 
tropical climate is available in the

night before the Walsh congres- 
sional committee investigating the 
affairs of the United States ship- 
ping board, and corroborated the 
testimony of Charles M. Schwab 
that no part of the latter’s personal 
expenses as an officer of the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation had been 
charged to shipping construction. 
Colonel E. H. Abadie, former 
comptroller general of the board. 
and Perley Morse, an accountant, 
previously had notified the commit- 
tee of the discovery of a voucher 
for $269,643.53, alleged to cover per- 
sonal expenses of Schwab during 
October, 1918, when he was director 
general of the fleet corporation. 
An audit of the Bethlehem Ship- 
building corporation's books, they 
added, disclosed that $100,000 of this 
amount had been charged to ship 
construction. Mr. Morse explained, 
however, that when he made his 
report concerning the voucher he 
did not certify, and cannot now say, 
whether this item was not eventu- 
ally allocated or changed. 

Mr. Grace explained that the pay- 
ment of $269,543.53 had been made 
to Mr. Schwab in accordance with 
the regular method pursued in re- 
imbursing Mr. Schwab for expendi- 
tures made by him and his office 
organization in connection with the 
company’s business. 

In distributing this item among 
the variaus departments of the busi- 
ness, $100,000 of it was charged 
to the Bethlehem Shipbuilding cor- 
poration, which is a Bethlehem sub- 
sidiary in charge of shipbuilding. 
It was not charged, the witness 
said, to the cost of ships as had 
been testified by Colonel Abadie. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Grace add- 
ed, the Bethlehem company never 
claimed this $100,000 as an item of 
cost against government ships, but 
1 that amount to profit and 
oss. 

Mr. Grace submitted photostat 
copies of various vouchers and oth- 
er papers purporting to show the 
history of this transaction from be- 
ginning to end. 

Irving N. Kulner, an accountant 
employed by Perley Morse & Co., 
preceded Mr. Grace on the stand. He 
was identified as the man who dis- 
covered and reported the voucher 
in question. Kulner ‘testified it was 
a Bethlehem Steel corporation vou- 
cher drawn to C. M. Schwab and 
that the word “personal” was not on 
that voucher. The witness explain- 
ed he did not trace the voucher and 
had no knowledge of the final dis- 
position of the item. He admitted 
that a further search, which was 


prevented by the stopping of the 
audit, might have disclosed a credit.

FARMERS OF GEORGIA 
MEETING AT ATHENS 


Constructive Course in Agri- 
culture Is Planned by 
State College. 


Athens, Ga. January 24.— (Spe- 
cial.)—A great deal of interest is 
centered around Farmers’ week at 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture here January 24-29, as 
shown by inquiries coming in from 
all parts of the state, as well as 
farmers who are beginning to ar- 
rive in considerable numbers, Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
college, said today. 

“In 1921 Georgia farmers are fac- 
ing the very difficult task of main 
taining normal production at 4 
greatly decreased cost from the past 
two years,” said Dr. Soule. „ “His 
crops have been miade without the 
necessity of keeping the cost down 
to the low figure that will be nec- 
essary this year. Producing low- 
priced products at war-time costs 
has forced our farmers to take 
losses of millions in their farming 
operations in 1920. In 1921 we must 
make the cost of production in keep- 
ing with the ae prices. This 
Will demand 1 per cent efficiency 
on our farms, and it is the purpose 
of the Georgia State College of As- 
riculture during Farmers’ week to 
place all the latest avalflable infor- 
mation in concrete form before the 
farmers attending the course.” 

The course is attracting a great 
deal of attention because it is work- 
ing out the needs of the average 
Georgia farmer in solving his every 
day problems. The instruction will 
be actual demonstrations in the field 
and the feed lot in which the farmer 
will take part. There will be dem- 
onstrations in killing and curing 
farm meat supplies, production, fin- 
ishing and grading a lot of market 
hogs, management of beef and dairy 
cattle, pruning and spraying of 
home orchards, in soil fertility 
problems, in the estimation of tim- 
ber, in the construction of sweet 
porte curing houses. There will 
e a big tractor demonstration on 
Saturday, January 29. 

The Boll Weevil. 


The boll weevil will come in for 
his full share of the work of this 


course. The latest available infor- 


mation as to how to handle the 
cotton crop will be given, and Tues- 
day there will be a big demonstra- 
tion in applying calcium arsenate to 
cotton. The use of this dust spray 
is the only method which the Geor- 
gia State College of Agriculture 
and the United States department of 
agriculture have found successfu? 
up to the present time for killing 
the boll weevil. 

The very practical nature of the 
instruction and its every day ap- 
plication to conditions on Georgia 
farms has met with a great re- 
sponse from farmers from all parts 
of the state, despite the acute eco- 
nomic situation now prevailing. 
Quite a number have arrived and 
others are expected during the 
night. There is a large registration 
for the course, and it is expected 
that the course will be very suc- 
cessful and prove a distinct for- 
ward step in constructive agricul- 
ture in Georgia.

IMPORT DUTIES . 
BE DISCUSSED HERE 


Interesting Data on Old 
Georgia Laws Given by 
S. G. McLendon. 


“Whether the people of the south 
will change their inherited opinion 
on the subject of import duties or 
not,” declares Secretary of State 
S. G. McLendon, “the proposal of a 
revision is sure to be made nd 
widely discussed as a result of the 


meeting of the Southern Tariff con- 
gress in Atlanta this week. 

Of historical interest in connec- 
tion with tariff questions are a 
number of old Georgia laws quot- 
ed by Secretary McLendon. 

In 1786 the Georgia legislature 
enacted two tariff laws, or rather 
one tariff law imposing duties upon 
imported goods, the revenue from 
which was to go into the state 
treasury, and, at the same, it passed 
a law giving to the congress of the 
United States power to levy for 
the use of the United States cer- 
tain duties upon goods imported 
into this state from any foreign 
port, island or plantation. 

“After naming a specific duty. 
which might be levied by the Unit- 
ed States government on certain 
other articles, this act of the Geor- 
gia legislature provided further: 

And upon all other goods a 

duty of 5 per contum ad valorem 
at the time and place of importa- 
tion, to be collestea under such reg- 
ulations as the United States in 
congress assembled shall direct. 
Provided, that such regulations do 
not extend so far as to subject any 
citizen of this state to be carried 
out of the same for trial or to com- 
pel him to answer to any action 
without the state, or to deprive 
him of & trial according to the Con- 
stitution and laws of this state, 
or to convict him criminally with- 
out a trial by jury, or his own vol- 
untary confession in open court, or 
to impose excessive fines, or to in- 
flict punishments which are either 
cruel or unusual in this state, or 
to break open any dwelling house, 
store, or warehouse, at any other 
then the day time, and between a 
rising and setting of the sun, nor 
then without a warrant from a law- 
ful magistrate and issued upon the 
oath of the party requesting the 
same. And also provided that the 
trial on all seizures and questions 
under this act shall be before the 
superior court in this state, and that 
a forfeiture shall not in any case 
exceed the goods seized, and the 
vessel in which such goods may be 
imported with her cargo, or the 
value of such goods and vesse}. 
And provided also, that the collec- 
tors of the said duties shall be 
appointed by the general assembly 
of this state, or during their re- 
cess by the governor, with the ad- 
vice of the executive council, which 
said collectors shall be citizens of 
the same.“ 
* The following year the constitu- 
tional convention met in Philadel- 
phia and relieved forever the states 
of tariff decisions.

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Track Success Rests on F orm; 
Stegeman Outlines Exercises

Success depends upon form more 
in track work than in any other 
form of athletics. It is also the 
most individual form of athletics 
Among major sports, for the track 
‘athlete cannot depend upon any 
other members of a team to help 
‘him out, but is put upon his won 
ability. It is therefore necessary 
that a great deal of time be spent 
‘in preparation for track work. 
In the running and sprint races 
‘three things must be developed be- 
‘fore an athlete can run his best 
‘rac These are the tart, the

time last year. That is the strongest position reported by these 
banks since September of 1919, and indicates plainly that progress is 
being continued in the process of deflation. Cleveland, for example, 
reports a reserve ratio of 66.9, against 64.2 a week ago and 51.1 a year 
ago. And this morning’s dispatches reported that for the first time 
this year time money at that city had dropped to 7 per cent. 
Philadelphia is now up to 61.3, against 57.2 a week ago and 40.1 a 
year ago; Boston shows 64.4, 62.9 and 49.9 respectively. Minneapolis 
and Dallas are still under 40, with Atlantta slightly above 41. Most of 
the other banks, however, show a remarkable recovery, compared 
with only a few weeks ago.

Washington, January 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson transmitted to congress 
today with his concurrence a report 
from the national advisory for aero- 
nautics recommending continuance 


1 of the air mail service. 


The report, wihch is quite vol- 
uminous and was 
only a brief letter of transmission, 
asked for continuance of the mail 
service, which the house recently 


. — against, on the ground that it 


vided “a necessary means for the 
development of the civil aircraft 
activties of the nation.” 

The afr mail service, the. report 
asserted, had demonstrated the prac- 
ticability of heavier than air planes 
for civil as well as for military 
uses. The value of the service, the 
report added, might not be apparent 
in the terms of dollars and cents, 
but would be easily seen should 
the nation again be called upon to 
mobilize its air forces. 

The report wag signed by Joseph 
S. Ames, chairman of the executſve 
committee of the national advisory 
committee, which is an officlal body 
composed of representatives of the 
army and navy and several promi- 
nent civilians. 

The postoffice appropriation bill, 
in which appropriations for the air 
mail. service are embodied, is now 
before the senate postoffice eom- 

mittee. Unlesg the senate makes 
provision for the service no funds 


will be available for it after next 


June 30, the house having elim- 
inated an appropriation of $1,250,000.
